The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting  their 
Seventeenth  Annual  Report. 

During  the  year  123  Patients  have  been  admitted 
to  the  Hospital,  5  remained  over  from  the  previous  year, 
making  a  total  of  128  for  the  12  months,  as  against  103 
in  1936. 

Of  these  :  52  were  women. 

40  men. 

36  ,,  children. 

69  were  Surgical  cases. 

29  „  Medical. 

30  „  Dental. 

There  were  66  operations. 

Out  of  the  128  Patients,  14  were  Private  ;  12 

were  Free ;  46  were  members  of  the  Hospital  Saving 
Association,  10  of  the  cases  were  the  result  of  road 
accidents. 

In  addition  to  the  above  there  were  120  Out 
Patient  attendances  and  36  minor  operations. 

There  were  4  deaths  during  the  year.
